2. Claims 1-14 are presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this appHcation is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)).

Figures 1 and 2 of Manning are directed to a method for programming a memory array 
using progrannming pulses applied to either the drain or gate of one or more memory cells, the 
method comprising: adapting the duration or the amplitude of said programming pulses as a 
function of the difference between a present state of the one or more memory cells and a target 
state of the one or more cells (abstract), wherein the amplitude or duration of the programming 
are correlated to the difference between a present state of the one or more memory cells and a 
target state of the one or more cells. Also see col. 2, lines 27-33 and col. 3, lines 23-49.
